Banking In England 

The system of credit in England is 
different from that in this country, 
and the mere fact that a man has an 
account in a bank serves to give him 
standing. One cannot open an ac- 
count with a bank in England merely 
by carrying money to the bank and 
depositing it He must have two first 
class references before a bank will 
accept his account, and when refer- 
ence is given it means that the per- 
son giving it would indorse or stand 
for the person to whom it is given. 
A reference in England means more 
than a mere phrase. Checks on banks 
in England cannot be obtained for 
the mere asking, and & man must 
have an account in order to get 
checks from any bank. They cannot 
be picked up on bank counters or in 
public places. Private accounts in 
ti} English banks are not accepted. un- 
less they are paid for,. the general 
charge being $50 a year. There are 
one or two banks in Eagland which 
discriminate so carefully in the ac- 
counts they accept, that when a per- 
son is fortunate enough to be per- 
mitted to open an account With them 
he can get credit in any city in Eng- 
land or on the continent of Europe.

SAHARA DESERT 


A Story of Travel

When I first became a globe trotter 
Africa claimed my especial attention, 
pot that Africa occupied by negroes, 
but northern Africa, which fifteen or 
twenty centuries ogo was a Roman 
possession and a part of the then civ- 
ilized world. I resuvlved to travel 
through Morocco into the heart of the 
great Sahara desert. 

When I first set up for a traveler and 
crossed the British channel | found on 
the other side of that narrow strip of 
water a different people, speaking a 
different language. 

But the change there was nothing to 
that in crossing from Gibraltar to Tan- 
gier. On the northeru coast I left a 
British fortress; on the southern I 
found an Arab city. Ip the one was the 
pompous military uniform of soldiers; 
in the other, the long, sweeping barra- 
can of the native. 

The centuries have passed lightly 
over (hese people. changing instead of 
destroying. This barracan reminds one 
of the toga of the Romans who in the 
golden age of the Eternal City subju- 
gated and occupied the African coast, 
and it bas doubtless been handed down 
from the conquerors; only the togu was 
made of fine texture, while the barra- 
can is of course cotton cloth. As to re- 
ligion, there is not much choice be- 
tween the ancient mythology and the 
superstitions of these swarthy people. 

At Tangier { obtained an outfit for 
my journey into the desert. To travel 
in such a country is a very different 
matter from journeying in a Pullman 
car or an ocean liner. | needed a num- 
ber of camels, a considerable quantity 
of provisions, to say nothing of water, 
and a lot of servants und guards. The 
camels were to carry the provisions 
and water und camp equipment, con- 
sisting of tents, cots, bedding and table 
kit. The guards were for protection 
aguinst bandits. who infest the desert. 

When one considers thut the Sahara 
desert alone is in area nbout equal to 
that of the United States, that it is a

vast stretch of saud billows, that its 
storms are the movement of immense 
send clouds, it is not remarkable that 
few Europeans venture upon it. The 
spirit of loneliness rests on the face of 
the ucean of sand. The only inspiring 
part of the time is the night. | would 
fovok up at the starry beavens, and, sur- 
sounded as 1 was by a wuste of sand 
billows, could the better realize the 
stient immensity of the universe. 

‘The days being very bot, we usually 
traveled at night, resting under our 
tents by day. But during periods 
when the temperature admitted we 
would reverse the |.ovess. Night or 
day when resting | posted a sentry for 
the purpose of keeping out thieves. 
They would come tu us vp various pre 
teuses- to ask for water, for informa. 
‘thon, indeed for anything that would 
afford ap excuse for a visit While 
with us they would purloin anything 
they could get their bands on, ‘Their 
eyes were continually darting hitber 
and thither for plunder, aud if we 
were too vigilant for them they would 
observe our strength, our weakness, 
our vulnerable poluts; then they would 
go away. and if they counidered them 
selves strong evough to «tuck us they 
would so 60.

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not worth the candle, for the candle 
was the lives of a number of them. 
Thyy have a wholesome dread of a 
European, and since my force was not 
only led by me—a white maun—but wel 
urmed, they dared not attack us unless 
by stratagem. Thes could take us un- 
awnres or reduce our force. A plan to 
effect the latter object was put in op- 
eration while we were camping. nights 
and traveling days. , 

One evening a band of Arabs came 
into our camp while we were getting 
ready for bed to ask for a little water.

I arose at once, went 
out and found the sentry lying on the 
sand, I aroused the camp and sent 
men in different directions, while | ex- 
amined the fallen mun.

Those whom I bad sent out returned, 
reporting that they had not seen : 


Rut In my case they found little en- 
couragement, At least the game was 


human being. One of them had seen a 
wolf, but that was all. Of course an 
enemy was near, but an Arab covered 
with his white barracan cannot readily | 
be distinguished from the sand un.ess | 
he stands against the sky line. This | 
he is sure not to do if he desires cons | 
cealment. He will lie down on the.

In the morning. having buried the 
dead sentry, we proceeded on our jour: | 
ney, re-establishing our camp in the 
evening. 1 was at a loss to know 
why the sentry bad been shot, and 
during the night, being awake, 1 was 
thinking about what might have been 
his merderer’s purpose when | was 
startled by another crack. 1 arose to 
find that another sentry bad been kill- 
ed. Again I deployed my men to bunt 
for the assassin. but not a living crea- 
ture was to be found. He or they had 
excellent -hiding ground among the 
sand billows, and the night was dark. 

It was now plain to me that the 
Arabs who had visited us had done so 
to discover the number of our force. 
They had decided to reduce it by pick: 
ing off a man every. night until they 
had killed so many of us that they 
would feel warranted in attacking us. 
If they could appropriate an outfit it 
would be a fine property for them. 

1 confess 1 was staggered by their 
device. However, I set myself to meet 
stratagem by stratagem. The next 
night, after dark, I put a stake in the 
sand and on it fixed a dummy sentry 
by tying some of the fodder we carried 
for our camels about it and wrapping 
the whole with a barracan. Then [ 
dug a hole, and after werning my men 
to sleep with their arms beside them 
and turn out of hearing shots | got 
into the hole with my rifle, intending 
to do the watching of a sentry myself. 

Fortunately for my purpose there 
was a moou, though over it were thin 
clouds. It enabled me ty see any mov: 
ing object within ‘a retsonable dis 
tance from my camp. 1 hid been three 
hours or more in my bole and was 
getting cramped when I saw on the 
sky line of a sand billo'v some distance 
from me a black spot. It moved slow- 
ly down the side of the billow toward 
me and, getting into comparatively 
level ground, wandered about appar 
ently without any definite purpose. 

1 was not long in discovering that 
it was some anima! of the desert in 
search of food. It would scratcb in 
one place, then in another, occasivnally 
digging a hole. In its wandering it 
was constantly drawing vearer my 
camp. When it got within a couple of 
hundred yards it stopped and sat on 
Its haunches facing the caipp. At that 
moment the clouds on the moun tbick- 
ened, and | could not see the brute. 
When tbe sky lightened again it bad 
disappeared. 

1 was thinking that it bad gone away 
when | beard «a crack aud my dummy 
sentry, tbe support of whicb had been 
fixed in the lolse sand, toppled over at 
an angle of about forty. degrees. [ 
was about to jump out of wy bole and 
run forward when it occurred to me 
that the animal | bad seen was a man 
covered by the skin of a wolf; that 
when the woon was durkened be had 
got into a hole and shut my dummy. 
Had not | better wait a few moments 
to see if he would leave bis hiding 
place? 1 did so, and fomunately my 
men slept so soundly that they did nut 
interfere. 

1 had only to wait a few minutes 
when ! saw the animal walking lel- 
surely away. Springing from my bole, 
I ran after the beast, and when | bad 
got pretty near to bim 1 stopped, took 
careful aim aud fred. | kuew that [ 
had hit him, for | saw bim roll over. 
At the same moment ove of wy men 
came running towurd we, aud be was 
shortly followed by the rest. We 
found apn Arab in a wolf's skin, dead. 

With my whole force | scoured ae 
desert “a a circult of half a mile, be 
found not a bumean or a brute being. 
Doubtleas confederates of the man f 
had shot were not far away, but prob- 
ably bad scooped out the sand, got ta 
the depression aud covered themselves, 


tenVing only their races exposed. 


The next night we dug holes vor. | 


rounding our tents, and | pt a man in 
each hole, getting into one myself. [ 
knew, the Arabs’ stratagem having 
been interfered with, they would not 
be likely to continue it, bot | feared 
that, having reduced our force by two 
men, they might think It feasible to 
ndopt some other ruse to get near us 
without our being awnre of thelr ap- 
proach and rush us. Hut we passed 
the night without seeing anything ex- 
cept the sand and the starlit heavens, 
the latter, in contrast with the former, 
of double splendor. Our enemies had 
either given up their intention or were 
attempting to lull us into a false secu- 
rity. Every night during the rest of 
our journey to the next vasis | posted 
guards in holes, but we were not dis- 
turbed. 


After moving southward to the twen- 
ty-sixth degree north of the equator [ 
turned my camels’ hends to the enst- 
ward to Tidikelt and thence back te 
the Mediterranean sea. through. Tunis. 

It may be asked, What was the jour- 
ney for? Simply to gratify my desire 
to experience one of the many -differ- 
ent parts of the globe and study the 
peculiar peoples to be found there. 


OUR PEAT DEPOSITS, 


Canada Has Large Supplies of Old 
World Fuel. 


The peat resources of Ontario 
have often been the subject of con- 
siderable investigation, and specula- 
tions, monetary and otherwise, have 
been made by ~arious parties in the 
hope that there might be found in 
the swamps that dot the country 
here and there some solution for the 
fuel problem throughout the winter 
months, 

The possibilities that are appar- 
ently available have led many to 
experiment in their endeavor to put 
the fuel on the market. Some of 
these have been on a more extensive 
scale than others, but the outcome 
in several of these cases was a loss 
to the would-be promoters of rather 
large sums. 

The production of peat in Canada 
from 1900 to 1912 amounted to 
6,723 tons, valued at $20,786. The 
amounts varied greatly in different 
years, for instance, in 1900, 400 
tons were produced, in 1913, 1,100 
tons; in 1909, 60‘ tons; in 1911, 
1,463 tons, and in 1912, 700 tons. 

Some years ago Mr. Alex. Dobson, 
of Beaverton, conducted a series of 
experiments with a contrivance of 
his own invention and succeeded in 
obtaining some excellent results in 
working a small bog on his property. 
Some of the outpit was used 
Mr, T. W. Gibson, Deputy Minister 
of Mines, who used the fuel for a 
winter in the kitchen range and 
found that it was clear and gave a 
splendid fire. The experiments, it is 
understood, were not continued for 
any length of time. ’ 

Within the past few years the Do- 
minion Department of Mines have 
investigated 14 peat bogs in Ontario, 
These are: Mer Blew, in Russel! 
county, Alfred in Prescott, Welland 
in Welland, Newington in Stormont, 
Perth in Lanark, Victoria Road in 


‘Victoria, Brunner in Perth, Komoka 


in Middlesex, Brockville in Leeds, 
Rondeau in Kent, Holland in Simcoe 
and York, and Coney Island, Crozier, 
and Fort Frances in the Rainy River 
district. 

These bogs vary in size from the 
Victoria Road of 67 acres with 53,- 
659 tons of fuel, to that at Holland 
with 14,641 acres and 8,218,931 tons 
with 25 per cent. moisture. 

Experiments have been carried on 
in some of the fields, particularly 
that at Alfred, which was purchased 
some years ago by the Dominion 
Government. At. this place, how- 
ever, after the expenditure of a con- 
siderable amount of money, Dr. 
Haanel, who was conducting the ex- 
periments, reported that nothing fur- 
ther could be gained, and that the 
methods could not make it a com- 
mercial possibility. As an outcome 
of this, the bog and equipment were 
sold by the Government to a Mr. 
Shuttleworth, of London, England, 
who intended to carry out some other 
method, than that of sun-drying, 
which the department had used. 

Other attempts have been made at 
Farnham, Ont., recentsy, to develop 
the manufacture of briquettes. 

In the course of a debate on this 
question in the House of Commons 
recently, it was’ pointed out that in 
Russia the development of the peat 
industry had been so successful that 
they were enabled to sell against 
coal and wood, and have put the 
whole industry on a good commercial 
basis, 

On the part of the Government it 
was announced that, while they 
were giving continued experiments, 
they were prepared to test any 
method which seemed to have any 
possibilities, 

So far ih Canada it has not been 
found possible to place on the market 
any large amount of the material. In 
Europe, particularly ir Sweden, new 
methods have been devised by which 
the bogs there are being developed 
to an ever-increasing extent,

WOLVES PLENTIFUL, 


; Grim Hunters of the Woods Have 
Increased In North, 

Concurrently with the great in- 
crease in the number of deer is an 
alarming incréase in the rumber of 
wolves in certain localities in the 
horthern woods. 

Hitherto, in spite of much that has 
been written respecting the rapacity 
of these pests in the winter time, it 
has been considered safe to lie down 
and sleep whenever the night might 
overtake one in the hunting season. 

But a couple of young fellows up 
in the Laurentians who wanted to 
shirk a long walk to camp and 
thought it right enough to take a 
sleep beside a well-defined deer path, 
have been taught thct it is not in- 
voriably safe to do so, says The Fam- 
ily Herald and Weekly Star. 

It was a dark, windy, though 
warm, night, and the hunters had 
not considered it exactly prudent to 
start a fire, They were awakened by 
ths onset of at least three great 
wolves, which seized one by the leg, 
the other by a shoulder with a cruel 
grip which brought the blood. Their 
shouts and struggles apparently gave 
a sudden shock to the brutes, whose 
attack relaxed sufficiently to enable 
them to shake themselves free. 

The cooler one of the two was able, 
fortunately, to secure his rifle, and 
this he fired from his hip in the di- 
rection of their assailants. From the 
fact that what looked like a spot rr 
two of blood was discovered on a 
flat rock near by next morning, the 
{young men judged that the hasty 
{shot reached one of the wolves. But 
Jat the time they were amazed at the 
) stillness which succeeded the report. 
Not a rustle or snap of twig could 
they distinguish, and yet when a 
near-by white birch tree was touch- 
ed with a match and a great shaft of 
fire quickly :hot up the trunk, beau- 
tifully illuminating the scene, there 
was not the least sign of any living 
thing. 

How it happened that the wolves 
snapped at the sleeping pair without 
first worrying. them to death is a 
question old woodsmen cannot get 
an answer to. 

As a general thing, the wolf is a 
regular coward in this part of the 
world, and is not easily seen by men. 
He is rather the sneaking, way-lay- 
ing thief, keeping well in hiding, than 
the bold hunter openly running down 
his prey. But growing bolder as their 
numbers increase, it is not at all un- 
usual this season for the animals to 
allow their presence to be known 
even in broad daylizh:. 

Last fall a farmer heard his‘cattle 
making an unusual noise in the bush, 
and, hastening towards them, found 
them standing in a circle ‘ith a pair 
of calves in the centre, nd_ their 
heads directed outwards and bellow- 
ing loudly for help. A few yards away 
four wolves sat demurely upon their 
haunches, facing them, and waiting 
“until they should beccme tired of hos- 
‘ilities, and allow the calves to fall 
victims to their gre 2d. 

Not far away from this clearing, 
up on the northern edge of civiliza- 

ton, lives a settler who, w .ile smok- 
ng at his door one Sunday, saw a 
leer and two fawns burst out of the 
Sush and spring across his fields to 
‘he barn, and through the open door 
vf his stable, where the cows were 
ied. Five wolves follo~'ed until the 
nan gave a loud shout, when they 
jlunk back into the woods as fast as 
their legs could carry th:m. The 
»yrutes have been heard by the set- 
‘ler several times since tuen, and the 
doe and her twin progeny were at last 
accounts still sharing the hospitality 
of the barn, 

No doubt the wint:r has been hard 
upon tho deer, with so numerous a lot 
of blood-thirsty hunters about, But 
very few of the wolves have been 
“killed, their skulking habits making 
{tt almost impossible to hunt them 
openly, and their cunning keeping 
them immune from poison | or trap- 
pers.

Professor H. H, Turner bas been ibe 
troducing British children to a new 
fairyland—the fairyland of science—in 
thé rooms of the Royal institution in 
London. He demonstrates phenomena 
that are more entertaining thaw any 
tricks of magic, because they are not 
only marvelous and picturesque, but 
real, ‘ ; 

For example, one day recently he in- 
troduced the children to liquid air and 
showed them some of the wonders that 
can be wrought with it. He poured 
liquid air from one of Sir James De- 
war's vacuum vessels upon water and 
cast the beams of a powerful light 
upon it. A dense layer of white clouds 
rose from the surface, and the children 
were invited to waft this away. with 
fans. As the clouds rolled back the 
water was seen to be scattered with 
small floating cups of ice, each contain- 
ing a few drops of liquid air rapidly 
boiling away and liberating oxygen, 
The professor’s assistant held a splin- 
ter of glowing wood over one of the 
ice cups and the oxygen that rose from 
this caused the wood to burst into 
flame. 

Professor Turner also, repeated the 
familiar experiment of the pendulum, 
which enabled the children actually 
to watch the earth “go round.”—New 
York World. 


CANAL THROUGH A TUNNEL. 


Great Engineering Feat That France 
Ils Pushing to Completion. 

We are not the only «on: try with a 
canal job that is nearly completed. In 
the south of France there is being dug 
the last link in the system of water 
communication that will join Marseilles 
with the north of France. 

It is already possible to cross from 
the English channel to the Mediterra- 
nean by canal, but there was no great 
port at the southern end of the sys 
tem; hence the present canal. 

The striking feature is that the canal 
will pass through a tunnel nearly four 
and a half miles long. This tunnel 
comes soon after leaving the harbor 
of Marseilles.. It will be forty-eight 
feet high and seventy-three feet wide, 
with nearly twenty feet of water in it. 

The amount of rock excavated is 
eight times as much per yard of ad- 
vance as in the Simplon tunnel, but 
it is being dug at the rate of nearly 
twenty feet a day. 

After passing through the tunnel the 
canal will turn to the west and border 
At Port de Boue it 
will join the present canal from Arles, 
which will be enlarged. The cost will 
be about $14,000,000.— Boston Globe. 


World's Tallest Building. 

Plans have recently been filed with 
the bureau of buildings, New York, for 
en office building which on its comple- 
tion will be the tullest in the werld, 
reaching a maximum height of 804 
feet 6 Inches. The structure is pro- 
posed to be built on the block bounded 
by Broadway, Bighth nvenue, Fifty- 
seventh and Fifty-eighth streets, It 
will be fifty-one stories bigh, with 
basement and subbuxement. The fa- 
cade will be of brick nnd tight stone, 
and the degign will be oruamental, fol- 
lowing broadly the Gothic style. The 
building is to be built by the Pan- 
American States association, and the 
tower is to be surmounted by an alle- 
gorical figure represeuting the associa: 
tion. The estimated cost is $12,600,000,

A Narrow Escape From a Broken 
Snow Bridge In the Arctic. 
The perils of travel over the ice 


cap of Greenland are often mention- ' 


|ed in “Lost In the Arctic” by Cap- 


tain EBjnar Mikkelsen. Whenever he 
and his companions made a sledge 
journey they met again and again 
| with uncomfortably narrow erccapes. 
Often the treacherous snow collaps- 
ed beneath their feet and left them 
gasping on the edge of a deep ice 
fissure. Some of the snow bridges 


over wide crevasses are safe; others | 


suddenly and -unexpectedly break. 
Naturally it was not pleasant to 
crawl out on these bridges to test 
their strength before sending the 
dog team over. But it had to be 
done. Captain Mikkelsen tells the 
story of one such crossing: 

I pull myself together, tie a rope 
round my waist and give Iverson 
the other end. He sits down on the 
edge of the crevasse with his feet 
braced hard against the solid snow 
and hangs on to the rope, while I 
creep out slowly and cautiously. dis- 
tributing my weight over as large an 
area as possible. Every time I drive 
the ice spear in I can hear the hol- 
low sound beneath me. It means a 
fall of perhaps a thousand feet if the 
snow gives way. If the bridge holds 
up to the middle we reckon that it 
is safe, and if it bears me as I walk 
back we reckon that we can take the 
sledges over. Slowly and cautiously 
I get up, stand a moment balancing 
on my feet, and then back I go, 
while Iverson hauls in on the rope. 
I tread as heavily as I dare and try 
not to think about what will happen 
if it does not bear. 

We get the sledges over somewhat 
to our surprise. We drive over other 
fissures and, growing bolder, cease 
to think of danger. There is a very 
broad one ahead, which I get over 
all right with my sledge, but just as 
I am turning round to see how the 
other sledge is getting on I hear a 
shout from Iverson. 

As I look round he is hanging 
down halfway through the snow of 
the bridge, a good ten feet of it has 
fallen away behind him. He clutches 
the sledge, which is still hanging 
over the abyss, but the dogs do not 
seem to notice anything, they simply 
keep on pulling, and soon Iverson 
and the sledge are once more on 
firm ground. 

“See that?” said Iverson, glancing 
back at the hole and looking quite 
pleased with himself. “Near go, 
wasn’t it?”

ELECTRICAL FROSRESS. 


Possibility of Transmitt \g Heat and 
Power by Wireless, 


Although electrical energy has be- 
come so commonplace that its use is 
regarded «; an incident, it is within 
the memory of the mosi of us when 
its simplest applications wore all cur- 
josities, The engineer of the electric 
lighting plant, modern thirty years 
ago, if he entered the power plant 
to-day would find it difficult to - n- 
derstand the use and op*ration of the 
numerous electrical devices found 
therein, says the editor of Power. 

The strides that ave been made 
in this branch of engineering have 
s.rpassed the wildest dreams of thir- 
ty years ago. On one occasion a pro- 
fessor of electricity solemnly stated 
to his class that the trolley car would 
always require a trolley wire as a 
means of electrical transmission. To- 
day street cars are successfully oper- 
ated by means of storage batteries. 
The professor spoke according to the 
light of his tim: ani could not see 
the developments destined for the 
future. 

One of the greatest overhead 
charges against the electric lighting 
plant is the’ cost and maintenance of 
the transmission lines. Altho:gh 
doubtless much thought has been de- 
voted to the question of iransmission 
line elimination, the problem has re- 
mained unsolved. Possibly the inven- 
tion of wireless telegraphy has given 
inventors the key which will enable 
them to perfect a me ‘od of wireless 


| electrical transmission. 


The advance along this line is pro- 


| mising, for, according to reports, ap- 
| paratus has been devised whereby 
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electric lamps have been lig ited at a 
distance fr»m the generating appara- 
tus witho~t the aid of transmission 
lines. 

What the success of this invention 
will mean is impossible to predict. 
With the first step taken in wireless 
transmission of electrical energy it 
would seem pleusible to predict that 
not-only will our buildi .. -be light- 
ed by wireless electrical energ , tut 
that they will be heate* as well. In 
the same maxuner comrercial »lectri- 
eal energy could be trangmaitiod for 
motor service. 

It may be early to tornceut what 
the forthc ming results ofthis new 
invention will be, but who would care 
to dispute that energy wil' soon be 
transmitted from point ‘o point with- 
out the aid of transmission lines?

The continued menace of the dis- 
ease ig Surprising in view of ‘ts 
feeble contagiousness. Dr. H. Bayon, 
South African bacteriologist, states 
that infection occurs in only about 
two per cent. of the persons living 
under the same roof, and it is not 
known iow the transmission of the 
disease takes place. The bacillus is 
so slightly toxic that the extract must 
be concentrated for giving treatment 
by injection. 

Without treatment, about two per 
cent. of cases improve, but in gelect- 
ed cases five out of ten may be made 
to show improvement. and injections 
of the toxins—which are soluble in 
water—have led to apparent cures in 
early stages. It is unsafe. however. 
to pronounce any case cured until 
five or ten years have passed. 

Segregation is “necessary. and in 
Basutoland, wheres the government 
has declined to interfere, the three 
hundred lepers of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago have increased to eight hun- 
dred, while in the Philippines the 
Americans by segregation have re- 
duced the number by ninety per cent. 

Ripened by Electricity 

Unripe peaches can now be ripen- 
ed in a few minutes by electricity. 
This remarkable discovery is the re- 
sult of an experiment with a high-f e- 
quency electric apparatus, made re- 
cently by Mr. T. Thorne Baker, ae 
London Daily Mirror svientific exycrf, 
who succeedei in ripening a very 
green peach. A spray of eleciric 
sparks was ‘lirected fuil on the sur- 
face of the fruit. and very soon the 
whole peach was completely charged 
with electricity. 

After the current had been turned 
off the peach was left for a few min- 
utes and then it was cut open. Th? 
ripening effect had penetrated almost 
to the stone, and when tasted it was 
luscious and juicy. The cost of ripen- 
ing peaches by electricity is exceed- 
me small, as little electricity is 
used.

A Motor Razor Cuts Clean 

For th. benefit of the man with 
heavy bear¢ and tender skin a razor 
has been invented which cuts the 
beard by a chopping action. An elec- 
tric motor is connected by a flexible 
shaft to the shaft of the safety 
razor, On the end of the razcr shaft 
cylindrical cams are provided which 
change the rotating movement to a 
reciprocating one within the “blade 
holder. At the end of the holder 
this motion is again changed to one 
at right~angles tc the former, by 
means of a rockirg arm and two 
prongs. Therefore the final motion of 
the blade is also a reciprocating one, 
causing the blade to act by means of 
blows against the hair. 

Many blows a second are adminis- 
tered, depending upon the revolu- 
tions per minute of the motor, The 
action of the blade is therefore not 
really of severing by blows. The logi- 
cal result is that it ia not necessary 
to have the blades as sharp as it is 
now demanded.

OTTAWA, May 19th.--The Census and 
Statistics Office in a bulletin issued to-day 
states that according to returns from its 
crop correspondents, made on June 6th, 
about 19 per cent. of the area sown to fall 
wheat in Ontario has been winter killed; 
this percentage representing a reduction 
132,000 acres, i e. from 694,000 acres, the 
area sown,, to 562,000 acres, fhe area ex- 
pected to be harvested. In Alberta, the 
other large fall wheat province. fall wheat 
has been killed to the extent of 15.6 per 
cent., representirg 36,000 acres, which 
will make the area to be harvested 193, 
000 acres instead of 229,000 acres, the 
area sown last fall. At the corresponding 
date last year the percentages reported 
of fall wheat killed during the winter of 
1912-13 were for Ontario 18 per cent. and 
for Alberta 43.5 per cent.. so that whilst 
the winter killing of wheat in Ontario is 
this year slightly more than it was last 
year, in Alberta it is very considerably 
less, this favourable result being attribu- 
table to the mild winter in the west. The 
total area estimated to be sown in fall] 
wheat, including besides Ontario and 
Alberta, 3,000 acres in Manitoba, 78,000 
acres in Saskatchewan and 2,700 acres in 
British Columbia, was 1,006,700, now re- 
duced by winter killing in Ontario and 
Alberta to $38,700 acres. 

‘The condition of fall wheat on May 6 
was in Ontario returned as 81.3 per cent. 
and in Alberta as 87.3 per cent, of a 
standard representing the promise of a 
full crop, the percentages on April 30, 
1.1913, being 83.4 per cent. in Ontario and |. 
76 per cent. in Alberta. For all Canada, 
the condition of fall wheat on May 6th 
this year was 83 per cent. ofthe standard, 
or 103 per ceht. of the average condition 
of the past five yéars represented by 100. 
On April 30, 1918, the corresponding 
figures of condition of fall wheat for all 
Canada were 82 per cént. of a standard 
or 101 per cent of the average condition

Upon the whole, spring seeding was 
well advanced except in the Maritime 
provinces, where the spring this year is 
reported as abnorinally late, and in Quebec 
where not more than from 3.to 5 per cent 
of spring seedipg was reported to have 
been done by May 6th. In Ontario on 
this date about 24 per. cent. of wheat, 43 
per cent of oats and 41 per cent of barley 
had been got in, and 40 per cent of the 
total seeding was reported as completed 
on May 6th, as against the same propor- 
tion last year on April 30th... In Manit- 
oba 57, in Saskatchewan 79 and in Al- 
berta 88 percent of the spring wheat crop 
was reported as seeded by May 6th, these 
proportions comparing fayourably with 
the progress reported last year on April 
30th. For the five provinees of Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Sackatchewan and 

Alberta the Brpporon of seeding reported 
as effected on lay 6th was about 48 per 
cent for wheat, 23 for oats, 16 for barley, 
and 37 per cent for all crops, 

About 14 per cent of the area in hay 
and clover meadows is reported as winter 
killed as compared, with 22 per cent last 
year. The average condition of these 
crops on mer 6th was 86:7 per cent as} 
compared with 89.6 percent last year and 
74.0 in 1912, 

The coridition of the live stock remains 
generally satisfactory, being reported for 
| all Canada as over 90 per cent of a stand-
